Joe Everhart N2CX discussed the Band-Aide, a cw detector/squelch 
for the NJ-QRP SOP Receiver he also designed. In addition to 
his talk on the "how" of his circuit, he brought the prototype 
with him and described his modular, manhatten-style approach. 
Joe's an accomplished homebrewer and it was interesting to 
understand how he attacks a problem and how he actually 
does his prototyping. We also learned he has a habit of

taking early morning walks, and occassionally talks to 
amphibians! (note: check the NJ Club site if you are interested in 
ordering an SOP Receiver kit) 


Benson NN1G gave a great description of PSK31 and his design 

for a White Mountain-based PSK31 rig. He gave an overview of DigiPan, 
a popular PC program for decoding PSK31 and driving a radio. 

He also went on to discuss his concept for a super simple 
PSK31-capable rig. I haven't tried PSK31 yet, but after Dave's 

talk, it's a priority for me! Dave also had a nice PSK31 

demo running in the hospitality suite, which drew a lot 

of interest. 


Gipe KiMG gave a talk on DX operating. Ask anyone who was there, 
we all think he was a marine sargent in a past life! He had 

us compete in a room-wide DX pileup, and you wouldn't believe 

how it mirrored the ones you hear at HF frequencies! There was 

a lot of good tips on how to LISTEN, and work the DX ina 

SMART way. A great talk and he managed to keep everyone, not 
only awake, but hyped! Did I mention we all learned the 

Happy Dance?! No kidding, we learned it (but perhaps it was left 
coast version!) 


Chuck Adams K7Q0O called into Atlanticon! George N2APB held his phone 


to the mike, and we had a 100++ conference call with Chuck! 
Although he was unable to make the conference, his presence 
was definitely felt in spirit. 


Preston Douglas WJ2V did a talk on manhatten style building. He brought 


along several examples of his work, which all worked by the way! 

One of his themes was "it doesn't have to look pretty to work!". 
Preston discussed his design procedure, from hand written schematic 

to cutting out the copper pads, to arranging the parts to avoid 
soldering yourself into a corner! Preston graciously filled in 

the time slot for Chuck K7QO at the last minute! (note: we were 
delighted to have the full spectrum of manhatten style implementations 
represented at Atlanticon: with Joe N2CX and Preston WJ2V on one 

end, and Jim K8IQY on the other!). 


Jim Kortge K8IQY did a wonderful talk on his 40m to 2m 2n2222-based 
transverter. 


As a follow on to his well known 2n2222 rig, Jim discussed the 


evolution 


of his transverter. Amazingly enough, he started by researching how 
high in frequency a 2n2222 could reliably go. One thing led to 


another, 


and he found himself building a transverter! He took us through his 
process and discussed the problems he encountered, and how he solved 


them, and the lessons he learned. Jim also had examples of his 2n rigs 

there, and the crowd got to touch each one and see the A-1 work Jim 
does. 

If you've never seen Jim's work, then you are missing "the Master" 

of manhatten style! 


Ed Hare W1RFI did an awesome history of the Tuna Tin Transmitter. In 

case you 
don't know, Ed worked at ARRL at the same time Doug DeMaw W1FB worked 
there. He remembers when Doug built the Tuna Tin at the ARRL lab! 
He went on to tell the story of how the Tuna Tin disappeared from ARRL 
HQ, only to appear at a new england hamfest some 4 years later! Ed 
bought it back for a buck! Ed gave us some insight into Doug's family, 
and their continued support for ham radio and use of Doug's callsign 
for club operations. Ed is an energetic guy; if he didn't hold on to 
the lectern, I think he would have flown off the stage! 


At the end of each presentation, George pulled numbers from a hat to 
award the 

LARGE NUMBER of QRP kits and accessories that were generously donated by 
MANY vendors. Ed W1RFI awarded a QRP/Radio book about every 10 minutes 
during his talk! 


During all the talks, Ed W1iRFI was running the Tuna Tin on the air, and 
anyone 
was welcome to try and make a QSO! 


Saturday evening found us all back in the hospitality room, for the SNAP 
building 

contest, SNAP output power test, and HomeBrew project contest. I'm not

an

what in the building contests! There was a lot of participation, 
everyone had 

a ball, and it was a chance to see "how someone else did it" and maybe 
get some 

new ideas. 


I was really amazed at the number of QRPers at Atlanticon, and how 
excited everyone 

was! I'm not sure of the total head count, but attendee #140 won a door 
prize, so 

my guess is it was upwards of that many. I met QRPers from California, 
Canada, New 

York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Massachussetts, Connecticut, No. 


Carolina, Michigan, 
there were probably more! 


George Heron N2APB and the NJ QRP Club deserve CONGRATULATIONS for their 
efforts... 

they pulled off a great event, and I'd say everyone had a GREAT time!

Good evening folks, 


I picked up an MFJ Cub kit at the Timonium (MD) hamfest on 
Saturday and took a break today to build it. Thought I'd post 
my observations. 


Pros 

1. The kit is really very simple, compared to other kits that I have 
built, and went together in about an hour. Most of the parts are 
already installed -- SMT. 

2. A nice board with nice screening, although I did need to 

check a few cap. placements with the diagram in the manual to 
make sure that I had the right holes. Not a big issue. 

3. Virtually no wiring except for the optional BNC connector, 
and, of course, the power cord. MFJ supplies a phono jack 

for ant. out. 

4. Alignment was easy. 

5. Receiver seems sensitive and audio is more than adequate. 

6. CW filter is quite sharp. 

7. Manual is clear and adequately detailed. 

8. A very light-weight package. 

9. Enought room inside for a Freqmite or Keyer, perhaps both. 


Cons 

1. Capacitor lead spacing is a bit narrow for the board, not a 
big or unexpected issue, but it does seem that, since the caps 
are nearly all the same type, the holes in the board could be 
spaced to match better. I did break (a first for me) a cap 
while adjusting the leads to fit the board, fortunately I had 
a replacement (thanks to NorCal Cap kit). 

2. VFO oscillator is in the same 602 as the detector, if I 
read the schematic correctly. Wonder how this will affect 
stability? 


I built the 15m version and expected pwr out to be about 
1 W, and results were exactly that using the supplied 
2n5109. 


MFJ suggests replacing the 5109 with a 2n3553 for more 

out so I thought I'd try that little mod. Surprisingly output 
was about the same. AND I could not stabilize the output. 

On key down I'd get one watt but as the 2n3553 warmed up 

just a bit, output degraded and dropped quickly. Tried 

a bigger heat sink to no avail. Tried another 2n3553 -- same 
results. Interesting. Didn't try the MRF 237. The 2n5109 


gave 1W out even while getting warm. Any thoughts here? 
It uses a 2222 (SMT) for a driver. Perhaps driving the 
2n3553 over-worked the 2222 which cannot easily be 
heatsinked??? 


Those SMTs made me feel like I was using "giant" 
components to complete the board. 


Will try it on the air tomorrow.

Joe, 


The whining noise you hear is of course from the alternator. The usual cure 
is to run both the positive AND negative wires directly to the battery with 
a fuse in EACH lead. You may have already done that. 


In some stubborn cases even this isn't enough. In these cases I've always 
had success installing a several thousand uF capacitor across the positive 
and negative wires nears the radio. These presents a low impedance path to 
shunt the low frequency alternator whine. Be sure to use a capacitor with 
at least a 20V rating. A capacitor of this size will be rather large but 
you can easily Ty-wrap it up under the dash while making sure the contacts 
cannot be shorted. The coaxial capacitor you speak of would be ideal if one 
can be found with a large enough capacitance. These are typically used to 
suppress higher frequency noise. 


Ideally, there would be a large inductance between the battery and the 
installed capacitor but I have found this not to be necessary.

Subject: A word of caution (slightly long) 


About three weeks ago I noticed a great increase of 
line noise from the usual S1 or less to S9. This of 
course really hindered QRP operation and QRO for that 
matter. I brushed it off as a bad insulator that would 
quiet down after a rain storm. However it was constant 
and didn't vary like most line noise I've had in the 
past. Then I went to ten meters one night and not a 
sound, checked twenty and forty and it was S9. Pulled 
out the DX-440 and started checking. It was just 
noticeable on 3 Mhz, started increasing rapidly about 
5 Mhz and peaked about 10 Mhz and by 20 Mhz was not 
there. Now this is strange since I've never had line 
noise that was that frequency limited. I started a 
search, I walked toward the overhead lines about 150 
feet from the house and the closer I got the less the 
noise, strange. Back toward the house and noise goes 
up. Really strong at the outside floodlights and even 
greater at the heatpump and the meter. Started pulling 
breakers and when I hit the washer circuit the noise 
STOPS. 

Now I digress a little. About a month ago I found 
the greatest little battery charger for the gel-cells 
(you know where I'm going now). This is one of the 


variable current/bulk rate chargers that they say 
starts at 1.5A and tapers to a trickle. I works just 
great, in fact I ordered a second for the gel-cells in 
the shack. 

On the washer circuit was the washer, a timer for 
the water softner and the battery charger. Yep the 
battery charger was the problem. Can't use it if I 
want to operate. 

This charger is sold many places and I bought it 
from a site on ebay for less than $20.00. It's called 
the InteliTender Model 150. If you buy one be advised 
that it's HORRIBLY noisey. It must have some type of 
switcher inside and you can't get into it without 
destroying the case. I'll try later to clean it up 
with some external fix but for now it stays off unless 
the battery needs charging and then I'll do it over 
night. 

The good news is, if your neighbor gets one you 
most likely not hear it. I tried at my neighbor 200 ft 
away and I couldn't hear it and we share a 
transformer.

Shortening the DC power leads to the battery won't do it, Joe. 

Most "modern" iCOM radios no longer provide adequate built-in 

noise suppression. I assume you are NOT obtaining your DC power 

source from the under-dash fuse block? That's a noisy source to 

start with. If you are getting power xdirectlyx from the battery, 

then the best solution (I've found) is to obtain one of Radio Shack's 
20-ampere noise filters. They are a bit pricey (around $18 as I remember), 
but you can mount it under the hood, near the battery, and it will do 

an excellent job of filtering the trash from you car on both receive and 
transmit. It's easily installed, too!

I've been asked to post this to the QRP-L in addition to the qrpcub 
reflector, so here 'tis. :-) 


I've been experimenting, trying to get my 15M Cub output power up a little 
and have been somewhat successful. There doesn't appear to be any single 
change that can be made to get a big jump in power but I'm currently 
getting 1.7W to 1.8W out with a single (especially hot) 2N5109. This is up 
from about 1.0W when the rig was first finished. 


In decreasing order of importance, try the following things: 


Try all the potentially suitable final PA transistors that you have on 
hand. A transistor socket will help out here. I had about a half dozen 
2N5109's on hand and they varied in output power by almost a half watt. I 
have about as many 2N3553's and they varied even more. A couple of 
Motorola's I have put out a solid 1.5W in the rig's current configuration 
but a few more 2N3553's of a different brand only put out a little over a 
half watt. 


Replace Q6, the driver, with something more robust. I used a 2N4401. Just 
cut the leads off about a quarter inch long and solder them to the pads 
where the SMT 2222 used to be. I also lowered the value of R24 on Q6's 
collector by tacking a 20 ohm resistor across the top of it. The 2N4401 
runs a little warm in this configuration but the final PA seems to 
appreciate it. Also, power out doesn't drop off after several seconds of 
key down operation like it did with the SMT driver. 


Try decreasing the value of C53 in Q7's collector circuit. The 2N3553's in 


particular seem to appreciate this. I settled on 100 pF. In many rigs, 
there would be a zener diode at this position to protect the final PA in 
the presence of high SWR. If you decide to add one here, the capacitance 
of the zener will act in parallel with the capacitance of C53, so you may 
need to decrease the value of C53 even more. 


Try increasing the value of C52 between Q6 and Q7. In my rig, a large 
increase helped the most. Any value between about 500 pF and 1000 pF 
seemed to work OK. I settled on 820 pF. 


Try replacing C44 and C48 in the filter between Q5 and Q6 with trimmers. 
This will enable you to fine tune the circuit. In my rig, max power out is 
achieved by trimming C48, with the slug removed entirely from L7. Tuning 
is quite sharp - in fact it's so sharp that it would be hard to optimize 
the filter using only fixed value caps. I have a C44 replacement trimmer 
on order so I haven't been able to peak that portion of the circuit yet. I 
used a 50 pF trimmer at C48 and I have a 20 pF trimmer on order for C44. 
Other caps in this filter might benefit from being replaced with trimmers 
but I couldn't see an easy way to fit them onto the board. 


With the above changes, I can get a solid 1.5W out with a couple of 
2N3553's and a few 2N5109's. And a little more than that with the one 
especially hot 2N5109. Reflected power as indicated on my WM-1 is just 
about 1 mW or a little less when I get an antenna tuned as close as I can 
with my ZM-2 tuner. This indicates (in a very unscientific way) little 
harmonic energy on the signal, since 1 mW is 30 dB down from 1W. 


I still have a couple more things I want to try and I'll let everyone know 
if I manage to wring any more power out of the rig.

I don't have a DSW-40 but do use Nimhs for my digital camera and a 
Celestron Nexstar 5 telescope. They are THE way to go. Each battery should 
charge up to about 1.3+ volts or so. 10 should end up around 13V. The 
batteries work VERY VERY WELL and can be recharged MANY MANY times. 
Something like 300-1000 times. I get mine from this web site:

Excellent prices and they have all kinds of chargers and Nimh FAQS as well 
so you can learn all about them. I use a MAHA C-777 charger for mine with 4 
and 8 cell holders and the charger clip leads. Works like a charm. They 
charge pretty quick too. I highly recommend them. I use the Nexcells. I also 
like using 4 or 7ah batteries and charge them with a Unisolar US-5 solar 
panel and a Morningstar Sunsaver 6 charge controller.

Gang, I just experienced a strange phenomenon - at least new to me. 


I brought my 15 xcvr board out onto the patio deck to do a little 
operating in the fresh air and sunshine. The bare board was just clip 
leaded to all the controls and to a gel cel battery. Using the MFJ-971 
tuner - balanced output - with window line to the 40 m horizontal loop. 
Tuning around, all the signals sounded like (I guess that's what they 
used to sound like??) spark transmitters - really noticeable hum 
modulation - and I'm using a pure battery. 


Then looking up I saw with fresh eyes my ever-present power lines that 
run across the back yard and behind the lot. 15 kV's, 70 kV,s and across 
the lane some higher ones. The loop's no more than 30 £t from the nearest 
(lowest V) ones must be acting like a big inductive pickup. I connected 
6 feet of #14 wire to the chassis ground lug on the tuner and just poked 
the bare other end into the moist ground about 6 inches and the hum 
modulation almost completely disappeared. 


I had never noticed it in the house ‘cause I run everything through a 
grounded ATU there - only the TV tray/patio portable pointed out the 
problem. 


BTW - adding the ground made little or no change in the tuner setting - 
so I guess the system was pretty balanced at rf. 


As Yogi put it so well, "You can observe a lot by watching."
